T believe the cause of Cuba’s freedom will 
triumph. I regret that, this country hag not 
been the first to recognize the Cuban beiliger- 
ents and toheip them. But if the United

Soldiers Perishing for Lack of Proper 
Hospital Facilitiés, 

Paris, Sept. 21.—Mail advices received here 
from Madagascar reveal a deplorable condi- 
tion of affairs. 
the accommodatiun of 250 men are crowded 
600 sick French soldiers lying upon im- 
provised bunks and insufficiently attended by 
doctors and nurses. In each hospital hun- 
dreds of patients are lying groaning upon the

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GOLD THE SOLE TOPIC 


WALL STREET ENGROSSED WITH 
EXPORT SITUATION. : 


Dealers Have Been Caught Napping — 


Short Interest Has Not Been Reduced= 
Reason to Believe Bear Speculators 
Have Not Made Much Money in the 
Last Thirty DayseBankers Favor New 
Bond Issue-Western Crop Prices Not 
Occasion of Much Attention by Brokers. 


New York, Sept. 21.—[{Special.]—Wall street 
for the last thirty days has thought of noth- 
ing and talked of nothing but the gold situa- 
tion. The shipments of yellow metal abroad 
have given the Stock ExcHange crowd their 
sole topic. At one time it has looked as if 
these exports were going to go recklessly 
forward till unprecedented figures might 
be reached. 

There was a good deal of this look at the 
beginning of this week. Speculative Wall 
street was depressed, The operators were 
in clover. They believed that the continu- 


ance of such exports—and they did not be 


lieve there could be any interference with the 
movement—must result in a smash which 


would affect the whole stock market. This 
notion prevailed all the first part of the° 


week. 

Market futures were sympathetic and went 
down. There could hardly be found any- 
where a bull brave enough to assert himself. 
All the philosophic theorists were persuaded 
that the gold export movement had reached 
a point where it could not be staid. On this 
theory long stocks were sold out, Liquida- 
tion was forced in many places. Traders 
who have been confident for months of bet- 
ter things weré finally led to take the bear 
view and let go of stocks which they had 
been carrying all the year. 

The outlook was blue enough to please 
even the most pronounced of the bear specu- 
lators. One result of this was the creation of 
& new short interest and the extension of an 
old short interest to proportions not reached 
at any time in the steck market since the 
penic days of 1893. 

With all these depressing factors at the 
front Wall street was hardly prepared a 
couple of days ago for developments which 
came. Then it was suddenly desided that 
some of the most important banking houses 
hitherto identified with the gold shipping 
movement had switched around and w 
ready to be quoted as believing we had seen 
the worst of the gold drain. Indeed, they 
went further than this, some of them being 
willing to go on record as declaring that 
from this time on we should probably send 
no gold of consequence abroad atall. This 


Statement was made emphatic today by the : 


biggest banking houses lately engaged in 
the shipment. 


Short Interest Not Reduced. 

Wali street has been caught napping. The 
short interest has not been reduced. It is 
big, unwieldy, dangerous for every bear 
speculator in the street. It is not confined 


to one or two stocks either. It is scattered 


all over the market. In this is an oppor- 
tunity for results overwhelmingly advan- 
tageous to the bull side, if there be anybody 
left upon the bull side alert enough and big 
enough to make proper use of the oppor- 
tunity. 

None the less, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that even with all the helpfulness 
which has attended the gold export worry 
the average bear speculator has not made 
much money during the iast thirty days. 
The stocks which have been most attacked 
are the stocks which have gone down least. 
In some stocks which have been most as- 
sailed it seems to be certain tremendous 
losses have been made by two or three spec- 
laters who, enamored of their own wisdom 
and their own ability, have rushed in and 
sold utterly regardless of anything except 
immediate conditions. 

Out of this fact have grown suspicions in 
Wall street that some of the most talked 
about speculators on the Stock Exchange 
are venturing on thin ice. Gossip on the 
board has even gone so far as to name one or 
two operators whose contracts may not be 
as good as they were once held to be. It is 
not without significance that there is a dis- 
position and a willingness in the street just 
now to believe that the plungers on the bear 
side have lost rather than made money. 

This indicates the rank and file of people in 
Wali street are still on the bull side, coniti- 
dent that the improved business situation re- 
flected in so many waits must in the end 
and soon tell t6 the advantage of the stock 
market. All the talent is on the bear side— 
or rather has been until the last day of the 
week. The non-professional contingent has, 
however, remained true to the bull view. 


Bankers and Bond Issue. 


Tt can be counted upon as absolutely cer- 
tain that the bankers who are in the govern- 
ment bond syndicate are anxious to bring 
about the new bond issue. They profess, of 
course, to be careless in this regard, b 
there are significant indications which no 
Bane observer can ignore showing the real 
gist of things. Secretary Carlisie’s friends 
are crowding in from all sides to proclaim 
that he will never, never surrender, and that 
there can be no new bond issue prior to a 
meeting of Congress. 

The relations of President Cleveland to the 
magnates of the bond syndicate, his persona! 
and professional relations, not his 
official relations, necessarily need no 
advertisement. If the mittionafres in the 
bond syndicate want a new issue all the or- 
ders are in favor of their getting what they 
want. Will a new bond issue be bullish? 
This is for any guesser to guess. Everything 
will depend upon the temper in which Wall 
street happeris to be when the issue is an- 
nounced. 

We have it from many quarters that the 
associated banks are to contribute in a 
wholesale way to the government’s gold 
supply. If they do it will be because the ‘ 
ernment makes some kind of a 
one discouraging feature in the 
situation is that, while we have tre 
crops, they are able to command ins 
prices. Europe is not — muc 
grain. Corn at 12 cents on Western farms 
is not an inspiriting factor. 

At the moment, however, Wall street is 
disposed to pay wholesale attention to the 
gold export situation and to give little heed 
to the inability of Western farmers to get 
rich out of a — crop. If, at the begin- 
ning of next week, it seems certain that the 
gold export movement has run its course, 
stock market prospects are more than fair.

Séhooner Mistral Lowers the Colors of the 
Hitherte Invincible Hawthorne in the 
Race for the Steffens Challenge Cup, 
Winning by Nearly Six Minutes—Peri's 
Time Allowance Makes It a Winner 
Over Valiant—Hair Raising Incidents 
of Races—For American Cup Again. 

The schooner yacht Mistral defeated the 
hitherto invincible Hawthorne in yester- 
day’s regatta of the Columbia Yacht club. 
To the surprise of every one, the sloop Peri 
won over Valiant by a wide margin, and the 
fin-keel Skaté won by a long distance over 
the eighteen-footer Ida K.. The race was 
sailed in a half gale from the southwest, 
and although the water was fairly smooth, 
yet the puffs at times were so strong some of 
the yachts seemed in danger of capsizing. 
Druid had a bad knockdown half way be- 
tween the four-mile and the Lake View cribs 
and lost its centerboard. Nora shipped sev- 
eral barrels of water and split its jib. Be- 
fore this accident it had a good show to win 
the race in its class. The best time over the 
course was made by the Rambler in the sloop 
class. It ‘had entered alone in its class and 
consequently worn a cup. The best time of 
all was made by Mistral, which covered the 
fifteen knots in 2 hours 40 minutes and.16 
seconds. 

For cracking on sail in a strong wind yes- 
terday’s race was without precedent in the 
aunals of the Columbia Yacht club. The 
race between Mistral and Hawthorne for the 
Steffens challenge cup for schooners monop- 
olized the attention of all the excursion 
fleet. The race was not started until 1:35 
o'clock. Ten minutes before this the pre- 
paratory gun was fired from the breakwater 
at the Van Buren street gap. With the 
starting signal Valiant, which was. hanging 
just across the line, slackened sheets and 
shot over the mark. It was reefed down, as 
were all the other sloops. Mistral was just 
after Valiant, carrying full lower canvas, 
and as it went over the line set a jibtopsail. 
Toxteth was a short distance astern, and 
Hawthorne quickly followed. Nora slid over, 
followed by America. Then came Enola, 
Peri, and Hattie B., while Pinta, Druid, and 
Rambler were handicapped by not crossing 
in the five-minute time given. The signal 
for the smaller boats was given at 1:40, but 
Skate and Ida K. were so far back in the 
basin their time was taken at the limit, 1:45 
o’ clock. . 

Start Under Short Salil. 

The wind, blowing from the southwest, 
was well on the starboard quarter, and the 
schooners began to set their working top- 
sails. While most of the sloaps started un- 
der reefed mainsails and a single head sai’, 
they began to pilg on jibs. Hawthorne 
gained wonderfully with the wind astern 
and caught up with Mistral, turning the crib 


1 in the lead. Nora also passed its competi- 


tors and led them around the mark, with 
Valiant, which had gained such a good 
start, second. Toxteth was third in the 
schooner class and Druid held a similar 
place with the sloops. 

This was all the judges had time to see, 
for the schooners were running swiftly to- 
ward the second mark. Mistral seemed to be 
gaining all it had lost on the first leg and 
held cn to the weather quarter of Hawthorne 
with a grim tenacity. First one boat would 
uraw ahead, and then the other would gain 
a little, but just before turning the Lake 
View crib Mistral forged ahead and round 
ed in the lead. it had been carrying a large 
maintopmast-staysail and all three topsails, 
while Hawthorne had been content with just 
the topsails. 

Along this second leg came some pretty 
fighting for position among the sloops for 
place afd not a little daring sailing. The 
wind was a little abaft the beam and all 
were cracking on the head sails, while some 
were carrying working topsails over reefed 
mainsails. The furious gusts would come 
out over the lake, with at least ten miles 
of added weight above the average of the 
wind, and striking the boats would lay them 
over until they were near the critical point. 
Away would go the topsail sheets until the 
masts came up to somewhere near the prop- 
er rake, and then the. topsails would be 
sheeted down again until the next puff. 
There came the hard knockdown for the 
Druid. It hung so long in the balance it 
was an even thing whether it would come u 
again, but it’finally righted and continued 
the race. Topsails were taken in and set 
again so often it puzzled one to keep track 
of them. But one thing was certain, each 
boat carried about all the sail it could stand 
during the broad reach on the second. leg. 


Hard Thrash to Windward. 


The hard fighting was mostly in the thrash 
to windward on the last leg, however. Mis- 
tral was just ahead of Hawthorne at the 
turn of the Lake View crib, but immediately 
began outpointing and outfooting its op- 
ponent in a surprising way. The judges’ 
boat went over to watch the struggle. As 
the heavy gusts of wintl came off the shore 
they shifted at least three points, and if 
one boat was headed off in the least it im- 
mediately came about on the other tack to 
make what it could out of the shift of the 
wind. Then as soon as the wind went back 
again around they would go again on the 
other tack. First one would gain and then 
the other, but the Hawthorne finally missed 
stays and lost much time before it could be 
brought about. That decided the day. Mis- 
tral took the course outside the breakwater. 
but Hawthorne came inside the long pier, 
which made very little difference in the re- 
suit, for Mistral demonstrated that it was 
the better of the two in a strong wind and 
smooth water, and won the race easily. 

Valiant turned the Lake View crib well in 
the bunch with Nora, Druid, and Hattie RB. 
It also finished first, and for a long time 
every one thought it a winner, with Hattie 
B. second by nine seconds, but when the 
judges finished figuring out time allowances 
and corrected time, they discovered Peri, 
with its reduced sail plan, had won the race 
by nearly three minutes corrected time. 
Nora’s big time allowance did not get it a 
place. Pinta did not finish in time to be 
taken by the judges. 

Ida K. Is Badly Beaten. 

The worst beating of the day was the one 
administered by Skate to Ida K. The latter 
had been advanced a class by its owner in 
order to make a match, and both craft fin-:+ 
ished with the crews thoroughly wet. By 
corrected time Skate defeated its rival by 
twelve minutes and three seconds. 

By the conditions the Steffens cup for 
schooners must be won in two cousecutive 
races of the Columbia club. It is likely 
there will be a challenge race between the 
three schooners before the end of the month. 
Toxteth can certainly make a better showing 
than yesterday. The-other cups, given by 
Commodore Boyce, E. R. Brainard, James 
Pease, and Lord & Thomas, are the property 
of the boats winning.

Cuban Situation Critical for Spain. 


Cuban affairs are followed closely in En- 
gland, where letters from the island are con- 
stantly appearing in the presse. The situation 
is regarded as critical for the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, since the monarchy caunot survive 
the loss of Cuba, or even the grant of home 
rule to the island. Marshai Campos is sup- 
posed to be making a tremendous effort to 
overrun the country with troops and stamp 
out the rebellion quickly. The financial diffi- 
culties in Madrid are great and reuder the 
raising of a new Cuban loan almost imprac- 
ticable. Yet. that is the only method of pay- 
ing for the enormous expense of the war. 

One phase of the.-Cuban question is never 
discussed publicly in England; that is the re- 
lations of the island to the United States, the 
market where its chief crops can be sold, In 
private this branch of the subject is not neg- 
lected. One of the best known colonia! Gov- 
ernors in the British service is freely quoted 
as expressing his surprise that the United 
States does not adopta policy which: will lead 
to the annexation of Cuba.

- London, in the present state of stagnant 
politics and dull aiplomacy, disports. iteelf 
either in talking about trifles or yielding to 
the fascination of horrible crimes with a mor- 
bid taste almost Parisian.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—[Special.]— 

John Sowers, whose case is likely to awaken 

diplomatic intercourse involving the United 


through Washington today. 
When questioned about matters in Cuba, 
and about his own case in particular, he 


lication, as his business here is with the State 
Department, yet he gave an accurate account 
of how matters stand up to the present time. 

*T left the island last Tuesday,” he ex- 
plained in answer toa question. “My home 
is at Sagua, about 125 miles north- of 
Havana, and I have a sugar planation there. 
Iam quite extensively engaged in that enter- 
prise as well as numerous Americans on the 
sland. Asarule the Americans sympathize 
with the Cubans, just as I understand the 
people of America generally do, and there 
are now quitea number of Americans fight- 
ing in the ranks of the Cuban army. 

‘*T have no identification whatever with the 
insurgents, and there was nothing whatever 
to connect me with them in any manner, as 
my time has always been too much taken up 
with my own business affairs to allow me to 
take any part in the internal affairs of the 
country. Notwithstanding this fact, however, 
I was arrested and thrown into prison under 
the express orders of Gen, Campos, I was 
kept in prison for ten days, and subjected to 
many indignities, There was not a single 
charge preferred against me, so far as I was 
ab'e to ascertain, and not the shadow 
of any claim that I was acting with 
any party in opposition to Spain, yet 
Gen. Campos gave orders that I was to 
leave the country in twenty-four hours, 
which I did, I was not given time to take 
my wife and children with me, and they are 
stillon the island. However, I intend to 
bring them to this country just as soon as I 
can get permission to return. If I went back 
there now I should be arrested again and 
thrown into prison as soon as I reached there 
and was identified—a prdévceeding, after my 
late experience, I would not at all relish. 

“My business here is to make a formal 
protest before the State Department against 
my treatment by the Spanish officers, and I 
am sure the rights of all Americans will be 
upheld. So far as I can judge from the situ- 
tion it now looks much as if the Cubans 
would gain their independence, They are 
fighting; not so much cgainst the Spanish as 
against a form of government so oppressive 
and detrimental to their interests and well- 
fare, and well they may—the taxes and duties 
are impositions. There are many Spaniards 
in the ranks of the Cuban army, because so

RIGHT OF THE ROMANS TO HOME RULE, 


. A 
Right of Italy te Possess Her Ancient 
Capital. ' 

Chicago, Sept. 20.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
Tue Trrsune will,lam cunfident, aliaw me to 
challenge its editorial contentions in yesterday's 
issue as to the ownership of Rome. Of course, 
there isno need to consider the suggestion ca- 
bled from the other side of the Atlantic regard- 
ing the sale of Rome by the Italian Government 
and its purchase for the Pope by the Catholic 
body at large. y es 

The storyis too plainly a journalistic sensa- 
tion, though it possesses a certain general inter- 
est because of the anomalous situation of the 
Holy Father and of the known financial embear- 
rassments of Italy—not to speak of the strained 
political conditions of that kingdom. 

I said the Pope is a virtual captive in his own 
capital and that he had been unjustly and by 
violence despoiled of his temporai ions, 
that is, of the City of Rome and the States of the 
church, over which, until 1870, he reigned as uan- 
disputed sovereign. | 

THE Trisunek, lam aware, will not agree with 
me in the claim the invasion of the Papa! 
States was an act of usurpation, a violation of 
the jaw of nations; was in rd of treaties 
and contrary to the principles justice which 
should govern nations as well as in- 
dividuais. Tue unm feontends that 
the Pope BI yes ceomny « no titie to the 
Eternal City never had any beyond that con- 
ferred by Charlemague, who is now discovered to 
have been *‘a robber chieftain "!. I must be par- 
doned if I express astonishment at this novel, 
not to say, astounding declaration--this curious 
historical revelation. The Pope possess no titie 
to Rome! Charlemagne merely a robber chief- 
tain! Was it not of the Popes’ sovereignty Gib- 
bon, the historian of the “Rise and Fall of the 
Roman Empire," declared: “Their temporal 
power is now confirmed by the reverence of a 
thousand years; and their noblest title is the 
free choice of a ple whom they had redeemed 
from slavery.’ Where is -the  ruler— 
a ror, Prince, or 
President, in Europe or eisewhere, who can show 
so venerable, so uncontested a title to authority 
and sovereignty? 

What respectable historian has ever challenged 


Whether we look to its origin, to the length of 
time it has endured, to the conditions under 
which that sovereignty has been exercised, as- 
suredly it can with justice be claimed that the 
Pope’s title to Rome and to the States of the 
church was as good as that any other sovereign 
had, as solid, as indefeasible. 

This power had its origin Jong before the reign 
and conquests of Charlemagne. who only ratified, 
confirmed. and enlarged an authority previously 
exercised under fluctuating conditions through- 
out several centuries. 

The temporal sovereignty of the Popes in the 
earliest times may be said to have grown insen- 
sibly and involuntarily. What the gifts and do- 
nations of ntine begun was enlarged and 
extended the generosity of his successors; 
Pepin and Charlemagne crowned the great work 

itig and protecting the power and 
dominion of the Pope; and for more than a 
thousand years the _— reigned as sovereigns 
of Rome. Faction, domestic tarbulen and 
foreign invasion sometimes drove the Popes 
into temporary exile, bat, I repeat, their title as 
the rightful sovereigns of Rome has rarely, if 
ever, been seriously challe 

I am not writing a historical dissertation, 
hence I need not now refer to authorities and ci- 
tations in support of my position, although these 
should not Le wanting if necessary. The Pope’s 
title to Rome wasnot based on conquests nor 
usurpation. It was not stolen surreptitiously, 
neither was it acquired by violence. Sismondi, 
who is by no means a partial authority, says the 
power of the Pontiffs was founded on the most 

pectable of all titles—virtue and benefits. 
much briefly as to the Pope’s title to Rome. 

Next as to the necessity for this sovereignty— 
or, as it is calied, the independence of the Holy 


Catholics claim that the Pope should be free, 
independent, and sovereign in his own dominion 
that be may be able to act untrammeled” and 
with independence towards alithe worid.in his 
government of the church. Catholics the worid 
over are interested, deeply interested, in this 
vital question. It concerns the rights and_con- 
sciences of Catholics in every land that tne Pope, 
their spiritual father, shall not become the sub- 
ject or puppet of any k or power, whether 
that power be Catholic or otherwise.

‘Pope has a perfect title to rule Rome and 
the States of the church politically, regara-

The papal abstract of title to political lord- 
ship over Rome and Central Italy is a long 
and curious one—too long to give here in full. 
Tt is needless to pay any attention to the so- 
called “‘Donation of Constantine.’ It is ad- 
mitted to be a forgery by all intelligent Ro- 
man Catholic writers. It is enough to say 
that prior to the year 754 the Popes 
had managed, by methods which will 
not always stand examination, to ac- 
quire some Vague, undefined measure of 
temporal power in and around Rome. in 
that year (A. D. 754) King Pepin of France, 
having defeated the Lombard King of Italy, 
took a portion of his dominions and handed 
it ever to Pope Stephen, “to be held and en- 
“joyed by the Pontiffs of the Apostolic See 
“forever.” <A few years later the papal 
title to Central Italy was confirmed by 
‘Charlemagne, a French King, to whom 
‘Leo If. gave in return the imperial crown 


«J and the titles of “Emperor’’ and “‘Augustus."’ 
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“Where he got the authority to crown him 
Emperor is tot khown. Certainly not from 


| Christ or Peter. 


But, stfong as this sort of papal title to 
Rome was, it did not protect the Popes from 
domestic yiolence or foreign invasion. The 
dissensions of Roman nobles drove them to 
Avignon in Frande in the fourteenth century 
and they remained HES from Rome for 
seventy years. 

Then came the ‘‘schiam’’ when there were 
‘two and sometimes three Popes at the same

NRE the close of the Inst century, 1 1798, the 


the Papal States were taken by France, and 
Rome was made a republic,’ A little later, 


jcar of Christ,” and the 


Romans were again conquered and the 


Pope put on top of them. But in 1870, 


by the Pope’s Legate conferred on England, 


an indefeasible right to rule politically over 
Ireland forever afterwards. 

The editor of THE TRIBUNE does not. Nor 
dees he think that a grant of sovereignty by 
Pepin or Charlemagne or the Holy Alliance 
or Louvis Napoleon or French bayonets is 
worth a copper, as against the wishes of the 
Italian people over whom sovereignty is 
claimed. 

A Pope, dividing the world, gave Cuba to 
Spain. .Her title rests on a papal grant, dis- 
covery, settlement, and long occupation. 
Does Mr. Qnahan think the United States 
should assist her to retain the island and 
put down the Cubans? THe TrisuNnes does 
not. 

There was another reason why the tas 
mans wanted to get rid of the temporal 
power of the Papacy. ‘And it isa valid one, 
At least every true American will say so. 
The Declaration of Independence says: 

Governments are instituted among men, deriv- 
ing their just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned; that whenever any form of government be- 
comes destructive of these ends [the securing of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness] it is the 
right of the people to alter or to abolish. it and to 
institute a new government. 

The Romans got very weary of priestly 
government, which is about the worst form 
of political government known to man, and 
when no longer pinned down by French 
bayonets they shook it off. They did what 
the’ United States did, what the Central and 
South American Republics have done—what 
Sicily and Tuscany, did. 

It is claimed that the Pope must be a secu- 
lar ruler'in order that his spiritual authority 
may not be impaired and his “kingdom,” 
which is not of this world, encroached on, 
While the Popes did have temporal power 
they were often the puppets of rival mon- 
archs. Their temporal power did not gave 
them from insults, exile, and death. Their 
tetnporal power made them politicians, 
striving always to keep on the side of the 
stronger. 

The Pope is free, and is no prisoner as pre- 
tended. There are two good reasons why tha 
Pope will not be molested now he has los 


guarantee of the Italian nation—a Catholic 
nation. There is not one chance ip a million 
that that guarantee will ‘be violated. It 
would be the height of political. unwisdom 
for Italy either to drive the Pope away from 
the Vatican and St. Peter’s to take refuge in 
some other Catholic country, or by ill-treat- 
ing hjm to evoke a bitter feeling among all 
Catholics. In the next place the people of 
Rome and of Italy do not wanf him to go. 
His presence brings many visitors to Rome 
and means the disbursement of a great deal 
of money in the city. 

As the Pope’s real kingdom is not of this 
world he needs no capital city of which he is 
the political ruler, The Federal Government 


-is the absolute ruler at Washington. That 


is.no reason why the Pope should be autocrat . 
of Rome. For it is not his business to make 
laws and collect taxes and appoint office- 
holders, .His sphere is the teaching of right- 
eousness and preparation for death and be- 
yond the grave. 

The loss of the temporalities has been a 
blessing for Popes and chutch. It has made 
the former less worldly and more religious. 
The Romans and the people of the old States 
of the church do not want them back. 
They prefer Crispi to Antonelli. And there 
are very few liberty-loving people in the 
United States who want to ferce on the 
Romans a government they dislike because 
1,141 years ago a French conqueror said the 
dwellers on Roman soil should forever be 
subjects of a priest-elected ruler. 

There are several millions of Irish Catho- 
lies in this country.’ They are all for home 
rule in Ireland in spite of Pope Adrian. Tux 
TRIBUNE believes that they are for home 
rule in Rome in spite of King Pepin. At 
least they ought to be for it. 


MAYOR M’CARTHY INDICTED, 

Yesterday the grand jury returned an in- 
dictment against Mayer McCarthy of Le- 
mont for soliciting and for receiving a 
bribe. The specific offense was agre¢ing for 
$50 a week to allow a gambling concern to 
run in his bailiwick. There is sufficient 
evidence to send him to the penitentiary. 

That being the case he will hardly’ be eager 
for-an immediate trial. An innotent man 
would ask for one, but McCarthy will not. 
His lawyer will be told to delay proceedings 
as much as possible. He will probably ask 
for continuances, apply for a change of 
yenue,. and use all the other devices and 
tricks which lawyers use to put off the trial 
day. In the meanwhile, though under in- 
dictment, McCarthy will continue to act as 
Mayor of Lemont, and to protect crime 
there ag heretofore. 

This is against public policy, and the law 
should be changed so that such a condition 
of things would be impossible. The law does 
provide for the removal from Gffice of a 
Mayor in the event of his conviction. 

It is not seemly that a person who has been 
indicted fora grave offense should continue 
to discharge the duties of Mayor. He should 
have respect enough for the office he holds 
to step down and out till he Has been tried. 
If convicted, he will stay out. If found inno- 
cent, he will go back to his position. That 
is what a self-respecting man would do, 
Consequently it is not the course McCarthy 
will pursue. He will hang on to his office as 
long as.he can fight off his trial, and will 
continue to protect the gamblers, saloon- 
keepers, and harlots to the best of his ability. 
The law should be such as to prevent that.

UNIVERSITY EDUCATION oF WOMEN, 

It is reported from Washington that from 
and after the close of this month the full 
academic course in the Catholic Univer- 
sity of America will be opén to wortien. It 
has been decided to organize a separate 
department of the university devoted sdlely 
to their-education and in which the full 
course of acddemié instruction will be given 
by women professors.

has stated to an interviewer that the move- 


ment is but a revival of a state of affairs 
which existed hundreds of years ago. In 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, ana 
even earlier, there were women professors 
in many of the great European universities, 
when all of them were distinctively Catho- 
lic. Those of Padua, Salamanca, and Be- 


problem of woman's right to choose her own 
mode of earning her own living may be con- 
sidered as solved, and solved in far shorter 
time many other etonomic questions 
which have presented themselves for consid- 
eration. 

This great change furnishes a stimulus for 
study on the part of woman which formerly 
was lacking. During the long course of 
ages that preceded the present the educated 
woman Was little other that a curiosity for 
which there appeared to be no real use, and 
it is no wonder that the teaching of any- 
thing beyond the rudiments to girls was gen- 
erally ed as a waste of time and ef- 
fort. That notion is abandoned because of 
the radizal change in conditions. Woman 
now may have an object in life other than 
that of motherhood and the care of a house- 
fold, and she is pursuing that object in 
large and varied ways. The opportunities 
for study presented by the universities are 
providing the means for a broadening and 
deepening of her work in the future and for 
a still more vigorous competition with man 
by those who assert their right to gain a 
living without dependence upon him for the 
maintenance of their homes. Whether or 
not this will be an unmixed good must be 
left for those who come after us to decide, 
but there need be no doubt that the new 
woman, educated for work, is coming in 
numerously, and will come to stay. 


LET CUBA BE. FREE. 

The time has come for the United States to 
cease helping Spain indirectly to tyrannize 
over Cuba or to prevent her effort to free 
herself from Spanish oppression in such 
manner as does not conflict with the pro- 
visions of international law. 

The Spanish oppressor was driven out of 
Mexico and the Central and South American 
States by successful revolutions many years 
ago, but Spain has managed to retain her

ey her fieet she keeps away ammunition, 


his 9,000 soldiers. One.of them is a solemn ‘ ‘S&S rms, medicines, volunteers, and other as- 


sistance from the patriots in their struggle 
for liberty. Spain has a navy while the 
Cubans have not even a catboat, and that 
navy has been kept there, almost within 
gunshot of Southern Florida, protecting the 
Spanish tyrants while they plundered the 
Cubans, both to their and our disadvantage. 
And the American navy is employed inter- 
cepting all reinforcements and arms and 
powder for the Cubans. 

From time immemorial Spain has been 
tyrant, butcher, and plunderer in Cuba. She 
has exterminated the original Indian race; 
she has mercilessly butchered the Cuban 
people whenever they protested against her 
tyranny. She has imposed upon them an 
enormous civil list of tax-eaters. She has 
devoured the revenues in taxes. She has 
not allowed them to trade with the Ameri- 
eans upon fair and satisfactory terms. We 
have furnished the money and market for 
her vast sugar, tobacco, and fruit crops, and 
Spain has taken it by compelling the Cubans 
to buy from her at her exorbitant prices, 
and thus Cuba has been stripped for years 
by doubling and trebling import, export, and 
excise duties. The Cuban orange has been 
squeeged dry. If Cuba were free she would 
pass under American trade influences; she 
would buy from her customers; she would 
have better railroads and highways. Her 
remarkable resources would be developed by 
American capital and her business would 
rapidly increase if she had the moral protec- 
tion ef this country and were freed from 
Spanish exactions and absorptions.. 


ANOTHER INTERNATIONAL MATCH. 

The public learns’ with no surprise and 
rather languid interest, first through the 
Duke of Marlborough’s valet and then by his 
owh a@nnounceftient, that the Duke’s friends 
and Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt’s friends have 
“arranged” a marriage between the Duke 
and Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt. It has be- 
come accustomed to international marriages 
and has never supposed that Mrs. Vander- 
bilt would lack either desire or opportunity 
for the purchase of a title for her daughter. 
Therefore, if Miss Vanderbilt is .satisfiea 
and the Duke has got his price, nobody else 
will be disposed to complain. 

There is pretty bad blood in the young 
Duke’s veins. The first Duke was about as 
contemptible a character as any that figures 
in the histories, and none of his de- 
scendants has been remarkable for ex- 
cess of virtue, though the last Duke, father 
of the present youth, disreputable as he was, 
yet had plenty of brains, and his brother, 
the late Lord Randolph Churchill, was a 
considerable: power in British politics until 
drugs diseased him. But Miss Vanderbilt's 
fianeé seems to be a decent fellow enough. 
He stood well in the university and behaved 
himself as well as could have been expected. 
Sinee he succeeded to the title he has shown 
a commendable desire to become somebody 
on his own account, and is said to have po- 
litical ambitions he is not unqualified to 
realize. 

Little or nothing is known of the young 


‘woman in the case. Of course, like all great 


heiresses, she is described as beautiful and 
accomplished. She is probably a girl like 
other girls of her age and training. It is 
rather a curious coincidence that her 
parents, like the parents of the Duke, were 
divorced for the same cause. 

There is no reason why anybody should go 
to the trouble of being sorfy for the future 
Duchess. She knows what she is doing and 
is willing to pay the cost of her acquisition, 
whether the cost can be expressed by figures 
or a part of it is a loveless life and misery 
such as John Mackay’s daughter and other 
American girls have endured.

One of the men who applied to the Civil 
Service Commission some days ago with the 
expectation of getting on the police force is 
disgusted. When it came his turn to be ex- 
amined, arid he saw that he had to be meas- 
ured, the condition of his heart and lungs 
tested, and his physical strength ascer- 
tained, he announced that “he would put up 
with n6 such monkey business.” He said 
he had beén on the police force before, and 
there was no such “tool work’ then as re- 


difference between the new system and the 
old was that “influence” was no longer 
necessary; but that all that was required to 
get a police job was to ask the commission 
for it. If so, he’ has found out his mistake. 
An applicant for a job on the police force 
must show that he has the necessary quali- 
fications, mental and physical, and that he 
is not a drinking man. Those who do not 
possess these qualifications, including so- 
briety, may be expected to denounce an ex- 
amination which would reveal their lack of 
them. 


CHANGED HIS VIEWS. 

Four years ago ex-Congressman Harter of 
Ohio could not have too much free trade. 
He wanted it given to the people in “great 
chunks,”’ He was anxious to see the doors 
of the custom-houses thrown wide open as 
far as competitive goods were concerned. 
He was delighted when the Democratic Na- 
tional convention of 1892 adopted the free 
trade plank of his fellow-Ohioan, Larry 
O’Neal, and he hailed the election of Cleve- 
Jland as the dawning of a free trade day. 
The Wilson-Gorman law did not come up to 
the Democratic platform or to Mr. Harter’s 
wishes. One would suppose, therefore, that 
he would be urging the Demo¢rats to stand 
by the platform of 1892 and to promise the 
people a full measure of free trade if they 
won again. On the contrary, he now wants 
the tariff question relegated to the rear and 
dropped altogether. He does not want to 
hear it mentioned for five years. He thinks 
the Democrats should ignore that delicate 
question and make their fight next year 
against the Populists and bad money Demo- 
crats on the sound money issue, with Cleve- 
land as a third term candidate. Evidently 
the “campaign of education” of the last two 
years has had its effect on Mr. Harter, It 
has taught him that free trade is not popular 
on sober second thought, and that the less his 
party has to do with it in the future the bet- 
ter. It may have taught him also that En- 
glish free trade is not the best thing for 
American industry if fair wages are to be 


paid American workmen. 


THE MOTIVES AND OUTCOME OF EMBEZ- 
ZLEMENT. 

The recent robbery of two banks in this 
city by trusted employés suggests some se- 
rious reflections, There will probably never 
be a time when some men will not steal 
money if they see an opportunity. Theft is 
one of the oldest of crimes and it is safe to 
say it will be practiced until the millennium, 
should that much-longed-for. period ever ar- 
rive. But there is a difference between the 
peculations of ordinary thieves and those of 
bank and office employés. The latter are 
composed of young men, or men of mature 
age, of a high standard of ability for their 
work. They are as a rule experts in their 
business, personally prepossessing, of pleas- 
ant manners, patient tempers, favorites in 
society, and intellectually active, alert, and 
vigilant. And yet the crime of embezzle- 
ment which specially distinguishés © this 
class is contmuously and startlingly on the 
increase, Scarcely a day passes that some 
man in some city, holding a place of finazicial 
trust, is not reported unfaithful to tt. The 
statistics of this crime of embezzlement tell 
the suggestive story. In the first nine 
months of this year, including September to 
date, in round numbers $8,500,000 has been 
stolen in the form of embezzlement by 
trusted employés, and the banks of this 


country have had to carry the larger share . 


of these losses, which, as a rule, are absolute 
losses, for when the defaulter is caught the, 
money is usually gone, and to this must be 
added the large expense of capturing the 
thief and prosecuting him to conviction. The 
security for the offender by personal insur- 
ance companies counts but little in com- 
parison with the amount of money purloined 
and expended in prosecution. 

In nearly every case the motive for the ab- 
straction is to be found in thé passion for 
steculative gambling in bucket shops, on 
boards of trade,.or in stock exchanges; for 
actual gambling with cards, for high living, 
fine turnouts, betting on races, and dissipa- 
tion with wing and women; and for cutting 
a wide swath in society and keeping up with 
the wealthy and fashionable set with whom 
they associate. It is an easy form of steal- 
ing, as it can be easily covered up for the 
time being by an expert accountant or book- 
keepes and may be carried on for years 
sometimes before it is discovered, and mean- 
while the embezzler hopes to make good the 
stealings with the outcome of profitable 
plunging. Thus he goes on taking moré and 
more of the bank’s money, until at last con- 
cealment is no longer possibie, and he 
“skips’’—only to be captured afterwards in 
the great majority of cases and brought 
back, with his reputation, standing; and 
life ruined by the disgrace of a conviction 
and a penitentiary term for his crime. 

The most astonishing feature of ali this 
deplorable business is the fact that the em- 
bezzler seems never to learn the inevitable 
lessons, first, that not one of the class has 
any money in the end. It seems to be the 
passion of men of embezzling tendencies 
not to use their stealings as @ basis for 
getting rich somewhére outside thé jurisdic« 
tion of the law, but to squander them as 
they go along wpon dissipations of every 
kind, so that in the end they not only have 
been, guilty of crime, but they have not 
profited by it in any way. Second, it never 
seems to enter into the calculations of em- 
bezzliers that in nearly all cages they -will 
be caught and returned to the scene of their 
crimes, and sent to the penitentiary. It 
never occurs to them that the bank officials, 
outraged and angered at the breach of 
trust, will spend more than the amount 
stolen, unless it be phenomenally large, for 
their apprehension, and that the

Meanwhile who will point 
out the defects in the present system, if 
there be any, and who will suggest a radical 
remedy in the direction of removing temp- 
tation to purloin?

A CORRESPONDENT of the Prairie Farmer 
attaches very little importance to the idea 
that the cows are guilty of producing milk 
that tests less than 3 per cent of butter fat. 
He has found in. the course of an extensive 
experience that some cows occasionally will 
give less and rarely one that gives milk uni- 
formly below this standard. But the aver- 
age cow’s stahdard is nearer 8.5 than 3 per 
cent, and “the mixed milk of several cows 
will almost invariably test over 3 per cent.’’ 
The writer is unable to guess which one of 
the many men who handle the milk supplied 
to Chicago consumers is responsible for the 
poor quality of that delivered, but is certain 
‘the trouble will always be found somewhere 
between the cow and the consumer.” 
(Found at a pump.) Also it has been found 
that samples taken from a milkman’s can 
during his delivery trip all test the same or 
within the limits of error of chemical analy- 
sis. The work at different university cream- 
erfes does not sustain the claim that poor 
quality of milk is the fault of te cow, or the 
one that.it makes any great difference 
whether the sample be taken from a full can 
or from a partially empty can, The infer- 
ence is drawn thaf if hauling and handling 
are recognized agencies in the deterioration 
of milk it is because the milk sours by being 
toe long a time on the way to the consumer 
and not from any fault of the cow.

Tue attempted robbery of a train on the 
Wisconsin Central, a few miles northwest 
from Lake Winnebago, was one of many 
attacks which probably would not have 
been made if train robbers were looked after 
by Federal officers instead of those ap- 
pointed by the State in which the outrage 
is committed.

tion or conviction of menin high position, 
men of wealth, is practically impossibie and 
unknown, although the violations of law by 
this class is constant; indictments are fre- 
quently had of men in these positions, but 
prosecutions almost never. This and other 
exhibitions of the laxity of enforcement of 
law is due to the place that money filis in the 
United States. Everything else has been snb- 
verted to it, much more so than in any of the 
older countries ai the world, 

It is not d question Of patriotism. There is 
no term less understood and no word which 1s 
so often used. asa mask to cover up iniquity 
as patriotism, Patriotism in the United States 
has often been used to mean the enforcement 
of such laws as the privileged cla-ses see fit 
to use and the arbitrary exhibition of power 
without law wherever they deem that this is 
necessary. . 

Anexample of sham patriotiem may be 
seen in the idiotic, extravagant, demagogicai 
law passed by the Legisiature of Iilinois pro- 
viding for placing an American flag on schoo!- 
houses, This same patriotic Legigiature that 
passed this senseless law is under investiga- 
tion for bribery. They were not bribed by 
the dangerous classes who are to be compelled 
by statute t> see the American flag. The 
only way to nake the people love the country 
is to have the country worth loving. No other 
manner is possibile with intelligent men, and 
no other ought to be possible. 

if Ergland were a republic instead of a 
monarchy, no one could possibly see the dif- 
ference so far as political freedom is con- 
aap If America.were a monarchy instead 
of a republic, it would be equaily impossible, 
so faras the common people gre coucerned, 
to notice any difference in the political rights 
enjoyed. In the Government of France the 
people have found absolutely no difference 
between their political rights and privileges 
and their relations to the State under a mon- 
archy and arepublic. The fact is that polit- 
ical governments are not a serious burden upon 
individual Jiberty in any of the more en- 
lightened nations of the world. It is very 
seldom that people have occasion to conflict 
with any penal law.ofany country. The lack 
of freedom all over tne world comes not from 
political institutions but from economic in- 
stitutions. It comes from those systems of 
industry and property tights which have 
grown up through a long series of years, and 
which have gradually traneferred all the op- 
portunities of the world into a very ema!l 
number of hands, leaving the great mass of 
ss people dependent upon the will of a very 

ew. 

It is towards the change of,the economic in- 
stitumons, not political onés, that the atten- 
tion of the world should. be directed, and it is 
only through these that greater freedom can 
come and better order preserved. In this 
connection it might be adaed that order and 
peace are not the result of police legidation 
or restrictive laws, Dut of liberty and oppor- 
tunity.

her observations on 
American institutions are neither biased nor 
hasty. In many respects America is still a 
wonder; but the English authoress duly ac- 


ment worthy of..our unstinted admiration 
when she @eclares that England is nota whit 
behind America in the exercise and enjoyment 
of a freedom that is reasonable. I am con- 
strained to agree with her that there is not a 
lawful act permitted in America which is 
banned across the ocean. 

But there is a kind of slavery in our Ameri- 
ca which in one sense is more ignominious 
than Egyptian bondage—because neither the 
sword nor the p'd@ue can deliver us from it. 
It is. the intemperate freedom ef the disorder- 
ly in posts high. and low, who trample under 
their feet the'rights of the people they have 
been selected dnd 6lected to serve. Are we 
free, indeed, from this new type of oppres- 
sion of the ordinary American politician, who 
is charged with the safe keeping of our 
precious liberties? In our political life we 
are not yet truly énfranchised., 


public, free in the highest sense of the word? 
Are they not in the hands of the ** disorderly,”’ 
using the word to describe the men who make 
the interests of education, in the face of the 
requirements of the law, secondary to their 
party and. pocket?. Are not the text books, 
the teachers, the buildimgs, together with all 
the belongimgs of an educational institution, 
subjetted to political “ pulis’”’? What phase 
of our vast progress.does the average mem- 
ber of the Boards of Education represent? 
How can we find: occasion - to -boast of our 
vonderful achievements, when, we have not 
yet freed the noblest of our institutions from 
the Moloch of partisan politics? 

Again, whatstage of-our superior freedom 
do-the American Aldermen represent? Is it 
to defend those liberties which are enjoyed 
nowhere else in the world that they have 
accepted office? ‘Is. it to promote mor- 
ality, honor, and justice that they have 
assumed responsibilities? Are we really free 
from the corrupting ambition of the average 
Counciiman? 

In what country .are.men greater slaves to 
Mammon—verily the root of ali evil in our 
political life? here élsé is the “doilar”’ 
more almighty? Where in the wide worid is 
the worship of success -more universal? 
unsuccessful Men must have virtues, but 
the succedsful men can afford to do without 


them, 

Ie it net true that thete is’ less patriotism 
in America than in any European nt 
James Anthony Froude detiared that he 
would rather be a arin London than a 
millionaire in New York; on the other hand, 
Europe seems to be the land “beloved” of 
American millionaires. It is notso much the 
love of art, of history, science, or philosophy 
‘that attracts the rich to Paris and Vienna, 
but the oppoftunities they offer to spend the 
fortunes reaped in American markets and 
through Americar. labor.

Civic wisdom 
ag notyet attained in any country a com- 
plete mastery of crime. | 
Each sociologicai student may learn some- 
thing from his most violent critic, and the 
critic himself is often found absoroing the 
good points of what he criticises. It has 
been so with Engiand respecting the United 
States. In 1881, when Mrs. Trullope’s book 
was published, the English system of treating 
crimiaals served to encourage crime. muliti- 
ply pauperism, foster drunkenness, and throw 
upon the industrious taxpayer an ever-in- 
creasing burden. No less than 200 
offenses were punished with death. Horrible 
inhumanities, such as scourging, branding, 
ear-cropping, the pillory, and the gibbet, were 
hey one upon petty offenders. In 1833 
r. ee was sent out by the British 
Government to get the light which, American 
discovery could give, Theresult of his official 
report was that in 1837. the immense number 
of capital offenses was reduced to twelve, and 
afterwards to three. Since then the progress 
of Engiish penology has continually approx- 
imated more and more to American reform- 
atory ideas and methods, until at present 
there ig very little difference between the two 
systems in this respect, Whatever improve- 
ment one discovers is soon appropriated by 
the other. 
Undoubtedly the prime end of civil govern- 
mentis the creation and: preservation of in- 
dividual liberty, using this term in its largest 
and truest sense. The root principle of lib- 
erty is obedience to righteousness embodied 
in impartial laws.. Therefore the ‘‘disorder- 
ly’ have nowhere any liberty, except “‘at the 
expense of the orderly.”’ . This being true, the 
supreme test of good government is, first, the 
amount of liberty enjoyed, and, second, the 
security given to that liberty by the en- 
forcement of law. In both these particu- 
lars the United States and Great Britian 
take precedence of all other nations. In 
both the inestimable privilege of the habeas 
corpus assures to the individual an immunity 
unknown in other lands, fPractically the 
amount of personal tiberty enjoyed in both 
countries today is substantiaily the same. 
But when we come to apply the test of secur- 
ity either to life or property, candor compels 
us to awurd the palm to Great Britain.. This 
practical superiority is owing to no theoret- 
ical advantage. over us, but solely to: the 
greater completeness and strength of her 
local governments when brought to bear 
upon’ either extreme of svciety. These 
are far iese subject than ours to 
the caprices of popular passions, 
Since some government is necessary, the 
stronger the government, if administered in 
the interest of impartial justice, the greater 
the liberty intrusted to its keeping. Now En- 
giish liberty is confessedily a social rock- 
formation, where it has taken centuries to 
discover any progress, but where the struc- 
ture, however slow. has been sure and un- 
repenting as the laws of nature or the course 
oftime. Hence we are bound to admit that 
our English cousins, though subject to 10,0U0 
petty meannesses, yet in the jealousy 
that guards the person on land or sdéa sur- 
pass any nation that has ever existed. This 
watchful jealousy reaches from the bottoin to 
the top of society. A single illustration: In 
the Towa of Windsor, which is the principal 
residence of the Queen, there was a strip of 
land adjoining the royal park, and occupied 


taxed: accordingly. Prince Albert refused 
payment of this tax on the ground that 
bemmg practically a part of the crown 
lands it should not. be subject to -tazation. 
Whereupon he was. ‘**summonsed,”’ precisely 
as any other delinquent would have been un- 
der hke circumstances, and compelled to 
* pay up.”’ - There was no disloyalty intended, 
but simply extreme sensitiveness to legal 
right defending itself against royal prerog- 
ative. It was the instinct of liberty. 

This jeaiousy of personal rights seems to 
belong to the Saxon blood. We may glory in 
it as being our own birthright also, though 
at present our orderly manifestation of it is 
not as perfect as could be desired. 
For experiefiice has shown that the rule of a 
temporary is no sure guarunty of civil liberty 
for rich or poor. Where the laws and in- 
stitutions of a people are left to the mercy of 
a mobocracy, as is frequently the case in our 
American cities, personai rights are far less 
secure than where a power independent of 
the loca! administration interposes to protect 
peopie from their own indiscretions. Theo- 


stitutional charters, as interpreted by Su- 
preme Judges, but as a matter of fact it has 
been found that judicial decisions do not rise 
above their turbid sources, which in too many 
instances are the ‘** slums.”’ 

The envy which accompanies the assum 
tion of a Little brief authority too often finds 
a convenient tool in popular suspicion, which 
renders it impossible to put the best men in 
the best places, by reason of the demagogic 


| influence that inevitably arrays itself against 


distinguished excellence. “He that goeth 
about,” s Houker, **to persuade a multi- 
. tude that they are nut so well governed as 
they might be, shail never want plenty of 
hearers.’’ Frenzied uprisings of discontent 
are dangerous either for defense or aggression. 
The Atbenian agora, the Parisian guiilétine, 
and New York and Chicago mobs are not ab- 
solute proofs against the possibility of popu- 
lar government. No more are “trusts” and 
the impunity with which greedy corporations 
override all bounds of right and decency. 
But they show how hard it is to reach and cancel 
the last of the devil’s mortgages upon society. 
Intriguing’ politicians and grasping wmoney- 
grabbers will have much to answer for léng 
before they. reach the kmgdom of heaven. 
Pure democracy has yet to beborn. -When it 
does come to the birth Chicago may be its 
giorious cradle if it will.

1 have read with keen interest the collection of 
letters in your paper of the 15th inst. under the 
general heading of “ Liberty, Freedom, and Li- 
cense in the United States and Engiand.” In 
this communication I do not propose to discuss 
what Mrs. Trollope said in 1831, in her compari- 
son of this country with English. for. with the 
exception of rapid passages through Canada in 
going from one partto another of the United 
States, I have never been in England territory

As to greater respect for rights of persons, the 
balance is much in favor of ourown free coun- 
try, and it creates a kindliness of fesling be- 
tween man and man, a interest in one 
another's affairs, that is not found in any other 
country. In criminal matters, hewever, it is al- 
most universally carried too far—for we abso- 
lutely refuse to compel any millionaire to dis- 

orge and weakly permit him to whitewash a 
ifetime by the dedication of afew thousands of 
doilars to the erection of some public institution. 
So when a gmail criminal is caught the crime to 
the community is immediately forgotten sand 
maudlin sympathy is was on the wrong- 


doer. 
In respect to rights of property I think En- 
giand is ahead of us. e wink at railroad 
wrecking, bank wrecking, the floating of. cfim- 
inally over-capitalized stock companies, trust 
schemes, all forms of mouey-making under guise 
of law, but which inevitabiy result in robbery of 
the innocent investor. There is notso much cer- 
tainty or punishment for any kind of infringe- 
ment of property rights with us as in the 
older countries, nor as much reverence for made 
or statute law. 

How to reform our evils is a different matter, 
and the question can not be answered in a word. 
It can not come through Legislatures or Con- 


be chan by 
the public. Thisissiow and uninteresting. It 
demands time, courage, and patience. It must 
come through the newspapers, pubii¢ speakers, 
and the clergy. It mustaiso be greatly hel 
by greater virility in our school system: by an 
abandanmtnd of that pseudo-scientific method 
much in vogue called ‘ 
the child into relationship wit 
nature—a method that results in cultivating in- 
differently all the faculties eqnaty and leayv 
the youth on the threshold of life a bundle o 
highiy degeloped tastes and abilities, open to all 
the seductions of pleasure but without the virile 
power either to select his course of life or perse- 
vyerance to pursue it when chosen. I[ 
have little faith in a system that fa- 
vors farming out morals or citizenship 
even to such disinterested organizations as citi- 
gens’ associations or civic federations. At most 
they are to be tolerated as necessary temporary 
evils, but they inevitably tend, unless carefully 
restrained, to emasculate that rugged independ- 
ence of character and individual respect which 
must be the corner stone of our national char- 
acter. Still less can I trust the promises 
of socialism which would keep us 
in a perpetual tutership and deal out mush and 
morals, pills and patriotism by a central organ- 
ization at so many ounces per head. 

Every one who has studied history or science 
knows the worid is progresses mentally, mor- 
ally, and physically. but each generation, each 
individual man has a special work to do to ac- 
ceierate or modify the fing! result.

» 8ocial recognition, and immunity from the 
natural and legal consequences of his misdeeds. 

hy? Because amongst a people whose chief 
aim itis to acquire wealth, and that quickly, 
measured by the dollar standard, he is a suc- 
cess, He possesses that which demands recogni- 
tion, gains prestige, and appeals most 
strongiy to pular consideration. 
Gamblers and baoniens are looked 
upon as shrewd financiers. Their violations of 
law are acquisitions and gain for the violators. 
the means of purchasing indemnity. Rioters and 
political thugs are but one step removed from 
the principal, who, their <efforts, acquires 
those commodities which are recognized as the 
due rewards of their enterprise—namely: polit- 
ical preferment and its incidents. The vio- 
lence incidental to strikes ahd iockouts is but 
another manifestation of the same mammoth 
worship. Votes are behindit. Votes represent 
power and powor wealth, which is sufficient to 
set in motion the engines of protection, which 
are always at the command of money. 

I esteem the respect for mere wealth prevalent 
among us as the most potent cause of disorder 
and the ever ready shield to protect from the 
strokes of outraged justice. 

It is a notorious fact that the shrewd dema- 

ue, with money to back his presumption, may 
ave what he will at the hands of the public, and 
may prostitute his authority to any extent in 
perpetuating his own power and protecting 
the knavery of his camp followers. In witness 
whereof behold some of our municipal Chief Ex- 
ecutives, our boodle Aldermen, and our spoils- 
men chiefs of departments. They largh at theft 
and do not so much as frown at homicide. 

Who ever entertains a_ suspicion that our fran- 
chise venders sitting in Council will be called to 
account for their stewardship? Who imagines 
that the plutocrats who tap the city’s water mains 
will suffer the penaity provided for theft. or that

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River, connecting the numerous small towns 
which line its banks, runs through Summit 
and intersects Archer avenue at the business 
corners of the town. The old Illinois and 
Michigan Canal also runs through Summit, 
and its tow-path furnishes a third good cy- 
cling road. Added to all these the frequent- 
ly used driveway along the drainage canal 
makes Summit a cycling center. 

In spite of the accessibility of Summit 
awheel, either its out of the way location or 
the unreliability of the road books has made 
it almost unknown to wheelmen. Old-time 
riders of five and ten years ago remember 
the ride there as a favorite jaunt. In the 
days before the drainage canal Summit was 
noted as a rendezvous for sportsmen, since 
the golden plover shooting on the extensive 
prairies near by was unexcelled in the vi- 
cinity of Chicago. At present, however, 
there is not a great deal of interest in Sum- 
mit, as the drainage canal at that point is 
far from completion, but the excellent road 
both ways and the fact that the round trip 
is but thirty miles makes the ride there well 
worth the taking. 

The most direct method of reaching Archer 
avenue from the center of the city is by way 
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in sight the rider will be repaid by the novel 
sight of a large-sized and thoroughly 
equipped gypsy encampment. 

Facing on Western avenue at the corner 
of Forty-seventh street is located the curious 
village of tents. There the adventurous can 
buy or trade a blgoded horse, play a game of 
cards or baseball, get his fortune told, or 
take away half a dozen curious articles of 
nomadic life. The encampment consists ofa 
dozen tents and house wagons arranged 
alcng the sidewalk in an irregular line, the 
intervening space filled with dirty little 
dark-skinned children and a variety of dogs, 
Everywhere are wagons and tethered horses 
and back of the village and-common is a 
rude, improvised trotting track, where the 
men practice their trotting stock. The men 
are a shrewd, dried-up, weather-beaten lot, 
but the women are fairly good-looking and 
quite picturesque in their bright colored gar- 
ments. Altogether, a view of the village is 
interesting as a glimpse of a little. known 
race. 

From Western avenue and Forty-seventh 
street the most pleasant return route to the 
center of the city is by way of Washington 
Park. To reach this take Garfield boule-

of State street to Nineteenth street, where 
the avenue begins, but this method is im- 
practicable for bicyclists on account of fhe 
traffic and pavement on State street and 
the fact that the first few miles on Archer 
avenue are usually almost unridable. The 
better way, then, although a féw miles 
longer, is to take the West Park boulevard 
system to Western avenue and follow that 
south until Archer avenue is reached. This 
will ihn good going all the way and is not 
over two miles longer to ride. 

Starting from the center of the city on 
Jackson‘or Washington streets a boulevard 
road is reached shortly after crossing the 
river. At Ashland avenue a turn south for 
a mile brings the rider to Twelfth street, 
which is excellent riding at this point. Go- 
ing west on Twelfth street Western avenue 
is soon reached and takes the cyclist to 
Archer avenue, which runs directly to Sum- 
mit. The trip over these drives cannot fail 
to be attractive and will prepare. the rider 
for the country trip to follow. 

Out Archer avenue the scenery is typical 
of Illinois in the vicinity of Chicago. Large 
tracts of market gardens are first met and 
later huge areas of corn fields. At times 
considerable bits of oak timber are passed, 
the trees lining the road opening up shady 
vistas of attractive aspect. Six or seven 
miles of this pleasant riding brings the 
drainage canal in sight. It first appears in 
the shape of a humber of iron bridges and 
huge piles of dirt along the horizpn. Later 
these’ take the form of the conveying appli- 
ances for the excavated material and the 
soil bank. The horse canning establish- 
ment that has met such notoriety of late is 
easily recognizable. It is a few miles from 
Western avenue on the north side of the 
road, and consists of a number of low, shed- 
jike buildings grouped together in a large 
field. About half-way between Western av- 
enue and Summit, on the north side of the 
road, is a huge hole in the ground resem- 
bling an old quarry. This is the spot where 
a great quantity of dynamite exploded a few 
years ago. The size of the hole made by the 
blast is truly remarkable. 

Just before reaching the Town of Summit 
two rather remarkable landscape features 
are met. One of them is probably the larg- 
est field of corn located close to Chicago. 
At present the work of cutting and stacking 
it is going on rapidly, so that in a couple of 
weeks it will doubtless have disappeared. 
The other remarkable feature of the view is 
an enormous open level plain, without build- 
ing, tree, or fence to mar the outlook for 
miles. Even the grass appears to have been 
clipped close on this huge field, which is as 
large as a Western ranch. It was there a 
few -years ago that the good plover shooting 
in the vicinity of Summit used to be found. 
At present the greatest object to be attained 
there is the view, which is unique in the 
vicinity of Chicago. 

A mile west of the edge of the great plain 
is the Town of Summit. It does not seem to 
have been greatly influenced by the vicinity 
of the drainage canal, as there is but little 
work being done on the two sections ad- 
joining. A number of stores and a police 
station are om the main road as it runs 
through the town toward the canal. Through 
the center of the town runs the ridge road, 
which follows the Desplaines River all the 
way from Joliet to Waukegan. This roadis 
the best of riding for a bicycle, and further 
south furnishes interesting views- of the 
drainage canal. Two miles north it reaches 
Lyons and Riverside. The route by way of 
Archer avenue and the Summit is one of the 
pleasantest ways for South-Siders to reach 
Riverside by bicycle. 

The trip to Summit is not complete with- 
out a view of the drainage canal, but this

The 
King, without being prompted (according to 
these memoirs), thought it would bea pieasant 
surprise to Mme. de Montespan to make tne 
sister abbess of one of the richest communi- 
ties in France—that of Fontevrault. It was 
no sooner thought of than done, This sister 
left her cloister to take charge of her domain, 
driving to the court on the way to return 
thanks to her sovereign tor his fraternal and 
benevolent action. The family meeting was 
instructive as itis descri by Mme, de 
Montespan, The reader may summon it up 
in imagination.

FOR GREATER STRENGTH ON THE SEAS. 


Notable Additions Being Made to Foreign 
Navies. 

New York Times: Two cruisers of the 
commerce-destruyer type are to be built by 
the French to offset the fast British cruisers 
Powerful and Terrible. The United Service 
Gazette (British), in describing the vessels, 
says they are to be 427 feet in length, with a 
draft of twenty-five feet, and a displacement 
of 8,500 tons. vig 4 are thus considerably 
smaller than the errible and Powerful, 
which are 500 feet and of 14,200 tons, but ap- 
proximate closely to the Blake and Blen- 
heim. The new. vessels are to be of twenty- 
three-knot speed, with natural draft. There 
will be three screw propellers, each driven 
by separate engines of triple or quadruple 
expansion type. Water-tube boilers will be 
installed, if, as seems probable, they can be 
adopted under satisfactory conditions. 
Meanwhile the weights ineluded in the de- 
sign are for multitubular boilers; but it is 
thought considerable weight, fifty tons at 
least, will be saved by using water-tube 
‘boilers, and this weight is to be added tothe 
coal capacity. The radius of action at 
twelve knots is to be 7,500 miles. This is 
rather less than in the British cruisers, and 
largely explains the difference in the size 
and displacement of the French vessels and 
the Terrible and Powerful. The French 
cruisers will be heavily armed, entirely with 
quick-firing guns, so that, so far as the pres- 
ent design indicates, it homologates the pro- 
posals of Sir W. White in the new British 
vessels, which have the additional great 
merit of long radius of action. 

In a series of experiments which have been 
held at Portsmouth for the purpose of dis- 
covering a means of making the decks of war 
vessels fireproof, pieces of wood were satu- 
rated with silicdte of soda. When placed ina 
furnace the wood did not ignite, but the in- 
tense heat charred and roasted out of it all 
the value that it possessed. Next the ex- 
periment was tried on canvas suits of cloth- 
ing, with precisely the same effect. The 
silica acted as a buffer between the fire and 
igneous properties of the articles experi- 
mented with; and proved conclusively that 
Silicate of soda is a non-conductor of flame. 

“To push the experiment to its logical con- 
clusion it may be necessary,” a service jour- 
nal says, ‘‘to have a recourse to a revised 
version of the Resistance trials, for only by 
extreme measures can the true value of the 
discovéry be ascertained. If the decks ofan 
old hulk were treated in this way and then 
attacked by such shells as fired the Chinese 
ships at Yalu, then the authorities would 
know how far to trust the result of the chem- 
ical experiments at Portsmouth. If the hulk 
were destroyed in the test the country could 
afford the loss; but if the decks resisted the 
fire the gain would be of great value.” 

The following details ef the two Italian 
battleships, the Ammiraglio Saint Bon and 
the Emanuele Filiberte, are given in Le 
Yacht: Length, 344% feet by 69 feet 4 inches 
beam, with a displacement of 9,800 tons, and 
engines working up to 13,500 horse-power, 
with forced draft, with a calculated speed of 
18 knots. The ‘armament of each consists 
of four 9%-inch guns mounted in couples, in 
turrets fore and aft, eight. 6-inch in an ar- 
mored battery, each gun being fitted with 
splinter-proof screens, and eight 4%-inch 
and six 24-inch guns above the battery, be- 
sides five torpedo tubes under water, two 
on either board and one aft. They have an 
all-round belt of 9%-inch nickel-steel plate, 
and above the belt’a 6-inch armor, covering 
the bases of the turrets and protecting the 
battery of 6-inch guns, which, moreover, is 
protected above by two inches of steel. Fi- 
nally, an armor deck from 1% to 8 inches 
thick extends over the whole length of the 
vessels. They are to carry 1,000 tons of 
coal each, besides the liquid fuel to be stored 
in the double bottom. In these hard times 
for the Italians the completion of these two 
warships will be the only large construction 
for some time. The Italian building program 
embraces 4 armored and 3 protected cruisers, 
1 torpedo dispatch boat, 1 gunboat, 1 torpedo 
catcher, and some sea-going torpedo boats. 
This year’s expenditure for construction is to 
be £1,000,000, so that these vessels will prob- 
ably not be completed for four or five years, 
unless the economies now being practiced by 
the Italian Government result in their hav- 
ing more money in future years which they 
can conveniently devote to the navy. It is 
most probable, however, that the program 
will be spread over at least five years.

It is proposed.to have Wabash ave- 
nue stations at Randolph street, between 
Washington and Madison streets, with steps 
leading to each street, at Adams street, and 
at Harison street. Without question the 
building of the loop will add largely to the 
passenger traffic of the three elevated roaas 
now completed and running, and it will give 
a decided advantage to the Northwestern 
Elevated when that line shall have been fin- 
ished. The surface street car lines, the sub- 
urban trains, and the Illinois Central will 
continue, however, to carry their full share 
of the people of Chicago. These will be land- 
ed as they are at the present time, and there 
will be little difference in the retail district 
visited by them. State street must always 
remain a good retail street whatever may 
be done along Wabash avenue. There will

weather and the return to Chicago of peo- 
ple who have been away for the summer there 
will be more active demand in the renting 
market and with it will come greater activ~- 
ity in the demand for real estate.

Real estate transfers for the seven days 
ending Sept. 20 amounted to $1,965,449, as 
compared with $1;816,681 for the preceeding 
week and $2,427,733 for the corresponding 
week of 1894. Of this amidunt $1,717,778 was 
for city property and $247,669 for outside 
property. It will be seen by tfese figures 
that last week fell below the record of trans- 
fers for the corresponding period of twelve 
months ago, as was the case with the pre- 
ceding week. Loans have not been heavy 
during the last seven days; in fact, money is 
in more demand and higher rates of interest 
are promised shortly.- On first-class down- 
town property where the margin of security 
is large a 4% per cent rate can be secured, 
but 5 per cent is about as low as any loans 
have been made recently. 

Talk is still plentiful in regard to some of 
the big sales which had been promised for 
this fall. Orson Smith, owner of the prop- 
erty at Nos. 292 and 294 State street, has 
sailed for Europe without closing the deal 
promised for the. property. The transac- 
tion has not fallen through, however, and it 
is likely to be closed atany time. Mr. Smith 
announced a short time ago the papers in 
the proposed transfer were in escrow and the 
only delay was due to the absence of the in- 
tending purchaser. This property has a 
frontage of 40 feet on State street and a 
depth of 100, and it is reported Mr, Smith 
is to receive $6,000 a,front foot for it,.or 
$240,000 for the holding. It is said the 
papers are made out in the name of Walter 
H, Wilson, There are a number of other 
transactions under way, in which the only 
thing preventing an early consumation is 
the difference in price between the owner 
and prospective purchaser. In one particu- 
lar case, where the amount involved exceeds 
$500,000, the difference is so small as to give 
hopes of an agreement being speedily 
reached, 

Building the Union Coop.

It has prepared an ordinance 
which it will have presented at a meeting of 
the City Council in the near future for run- 
ning down Plymouth place and Custom- 
House place from Fourteenth street to Jack- 
son street, and on.Dearborn street from 
Twenty-third to Fourteenth. This would 
give the line a down-town connection which 
it now needs, and would add to the number 
of passengers unloaded each day in the vi- 
cinity of the Postoffice. 

The Chicago City railway is not content 
with the ordinance recently passed permit- 
ting the construction of a trolley line north 
on Clark to Twelfth from Adams street. 
Owners of Clark street property between 
Adams and Washington want passengers 
from the South Side brought to their doors, 
and they have joined in a petition to the 
City Council. On this an ordinance has been 
introduced for an extension of the trolley 
line as far north as Washington.

There Is Fohndation for the Rumors of Re- 
organization, However. 

The talk about reorganization of the Chi- 
cago gas companies seems to be rather pre- 
mature. There is no doubt, however, but 
it has substantial foundations. Just what 
the plans are it is too early to say. In- 
deed, some of the chief people in interest 
admit they do not themselves know what 
the plans are, and they doubt if they are 
far enough matured so any one can say def- 
initely what is intended. There is excellent 
authority, however, for the statement that 
the people in control expect to be able to 
reorganize the companies within a compar- 
atively short time, and they believe they can 
find the method which will meet with the 
approval of the Attorney-General and leave 
them free from the liability of attack from 
any quarter. It has been suggested that 
the plans contemplate something broader 
than a mere reorganization. That there is 
in fact to be a union of all Chicago gas in- 
terests, this union of. course to include the 
Hyde Park Mutual Fuel Gas company and 
the Universal company, and probably the 
Ogden Gas company. So far as the Hyde 
Park Mutual Fuel and the Universal com- 
panies are concerned it can be stated pos- 
itively there is no foundation for that view. 
An authoritative denial is made covering 
the point.

Burgiar-Proof Doors. 


The bronze entrance doors are as burglar 
proof as the great New York Clearing-House 
safe, according to the builder. They are 
dopble, and it would take an expert safe 
breaker at least twelve hours to gain an en- 
trance. On. the door fronts are lions’ heads 
and grille work. The name “Charies T. 
Yerkes” is carved above the portal. 

William H. Webb has carefully planned 
his tomb.

He gives many thousands annually 
to charitable institutions, and his $50,000 gift

The friends of Dr. Clark W. Dunlop claim 
that his tomb, just completed in Woodlawn, 
is the handsomest one in the country. It is 
octagonal ih shape and of Moorish design, 
costing about $100,000, including the lot. All 
the interior walls are of costly marbles in 
several varieties. There are three large 
stained glass, windows and the floor is ex- 
ecuted' in mosaics.

In 1860 Jean Paul Laurens won a prize for 
painting founded by the municipality of Tou- 
louse which-enablea him to continue his studies 
in Paris for three years with an annua! pension 
of 1,500 francs. He went'to Flandrin, who was 
the master whose instruction was most sought 
after at that time. Fiandrin did not receive 
him in his studio, but .sent him tw Leon 
Cogniet, and it was with this master and Bida 
that Laurens spent the three years allowed 
him. 

After this there came a long period during 
which he had a severe struggie for existence, 
painting on faience, drawing. cartoons for 
stained giass windows, aiding other artists, 
and sending an occasional sketch to the illus- 
trated journals, but never losing sight of his 
aim of becoming a great historical painter. 


In 1868. he made his début in the Salon. 


with the *‘ Death of Cato of Utica,’’ which 
won himan honorable , mention, and since 
that time he has continued to exhibit annual- 
ly almost without interruptaon. 

In 1868 the hardships which Laurens had 
uadergone neurly resuited in the ruin of his 
heaith. During his wander with Bucca- 
ferrata his manner of living had been most 
irregular. In Toulouse he lived for a con-

For a number of yeare he has also given in- 
struction in drawing and painting; first in a 
schoo! of bis own and laterin the Académic 
Julian, His manner of criticising is direct, 
severe, and often brusque, but it is doubtful 
if any artist occupying a similar position . is 
more esteemed by his pupils than he. His 
favorites, if he has any, are those who work 
with the most diiigence and sincerity. For 
mere cleverness and technical dexterity he 
has no sympathy; a study to please him must 
be well drawn and painted simply, frank y, 
and *“*dans la pate.” that is to say, with 
pienty of paint. He places much importance 
upon the study of composition. Landscape 
painting he seems to regard as an inferior 
art. He once suid toa pupil whose compo- 
sition he was criticising: ** When you make a 
composition do not let the landscape predom- 
inate, it is with figures that you can express 
something.” 

Some ot his remarks while criticising are 
strongly characteristic, 

’ **Of course, painting is difficult; it is well 
that it is, otherwise any one could be a 
ter. 

** Do not crowd the foreground of your com- 
position with figures, We are supposed to be 
in tne foreground, and then if one can shake 
hands with the personages of your picture 
they lose dignity.”’ 

“When you are composing a picture see it 
internally, and not externaily; put away all 
remembrance of pictures you have seen.’ 

‘*T tike a picture which says something.” 

Toa pupil who was painting in an impres- 
sionistic manner he said: ‘It is all right 

when it is a means, not when it becomes a 
system, Systems are bad in painting,”’ 

In personai appearance Jean Paul Laurens 
bears a certain resemblance to Miche! An- 

elo. This may be seen in his portrait given 

ere, which is a reproduction of his portrait 
in the famous collection of artists’ portraits 

in the Ufizzi Gallery, Florence. A physiog- 
nomist might make this resemblance ac- 
countable for his remarkable talent or the 

similarity of talent accountable for fucial 
resemblance. One might also read in his 
paintings, which are of an inspiration that is 
somewhat sad, and often brutal and cruel, the 
story of his early life of struggle and priva- 
tion. | 
In America but little seems to be known of 
Laurens’ work. Oniy one or two of jhis pict-. 
ures are owned there and a few others have 
been exhibited. The reason of thig is that 
most of his works are of too great importance 
to form a part of a private collection, and 
generally bought in France for museums 
without falling into the hands of art dealera, 
as is the case with the work of painters of 
easel pictures. 

In his own country he is considered one of 
the greatest masters of the century, and has 
had every honor bestowed upon h:m which it 
is possible for an artist to receive. — 


SWANS ON THE RIVER THAMES, 


' 


They Enjoy Government Protection and 
Are Treated with Great Consideration. 


London Telegraph: Drifting noljselessly 
down the Thames in midsummer you may 
hear towards evening on some osier-studded 
island a rather plaintive, almost human, 
voice come from behind the willow clumps. 
It is so soft that the oar splash drowns it— 
weird, because of the human note that rings 
in it, the voice of a swan crooning to her 
brood. Most of the river sounds are silent 
then, though here and there as the passing 
boat “disturbs them one can detect the faint 
protests of sleepy birds. But this call from 
the osier-beds has more than a chapter of 
natural history behind. Thereisa stout vol- 
ume of custom, privilege, and statute law to 
explain and protect. The Thames swan is 
one of two excellent things. He is either a 
servant of the Queen or a liveryman of the 
City of London. It is an estate which few 
people are born into. The Thames swan 
knows this, and any one seeing a Thames 
swan for the first time knows that he knows 
it. There are now between Henley and 
Southwark Bridge about 400 of these birds 
belonging either to the Crown or to the 
Vintners’ or the Dyers’ company. Four hun- 
dred years ago dyers and vintners were 
sharing with the Crown this right to keep a 
‘‘vame’”’ of swans upon the river. 

The right was hedged by as many as 
twelve acts, providing fine and imprisonment 
for the disturber. This wasin days when the 
swan was a royal bird, preserved for the 
King and for the persons of large estates. 
‘Men having swans, without a sufficient es- 
tate to support them with dignity, “con-

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SAFETY IN HEIGHT. 


WHY LIGHTNING RODS ARE UNNEC- 
ESSARY IN CHICAGO, 


Skyscrapers of Steel Form Safe Conduits for 
the Electric Fluid to the Ground-~-Other 
Conditions of Urban Construction Which 
Lessen the Danger of Death and De- 
struction by Bolts from Above— Where 
the Lightning Rod Agents Find Their 
Most Profitable Customers. 

“Paw. what's the good ef lightning rods?" 
Asked little Johnny 4 : 
‘‘your great-grandfather sold them, boy, 
And got the scads we now enjoy,” 

So Johnny's dad replied. 

So wrote an unknown bard recently and 
Johnny's question will strike a responsive 
chord in the minds of thousands of city folk. 
In great cities like Chicago the lightning rod 
has disappearec to such an extent that most 
people of this generation have formed the 
erroneous opinion that they were simply a 
relic of the age of superstition and that sci- 
ence has relegated them to the lumber roonr 
of oblivion along with the charms to protgct 
one from disease and the wrath of the Al- 
mighty. But science has done nothing of the 
kind. On the contrary, the great elec- 
tricians of this, the age of electricity, have 
as much faith in the utility and efficacy of 
lightning rods to protect property and life 
from lightning stroke as did their discoverer, 


Dr. Benjamin Franklin. 

The rods have disappeared from the cities 
simply because the cities no longer need 
their protection. Great aggregations of 
buildings form a sort of mutual protective 
association and the towering sky-scraper 
with its ribs of steel acts as a lightning rod 
for itself and for hundreds of its lowly neigh- 
bors. The electricity is diffused over a large 
area and passes off to the earth through in- 
numerable conductors until the opposites 
are neutralized and the surcharged thunder 
clouds no longer have the power to senda 
destructive bolt earthward. The millions of 
metal projections scattered over a great 
city, as well as the systems of car rails and 
telegraph wires, serve to diffuse and dissi- 
pate the opposing electricities of the earth 
and the clouds and prevent their rushing 
together in a destructive flash. 

George A. Fuller, the builder of nearly all 
of the great sky-scrapers’of Chicago that 
have gone far towards elgg rig Sage fame 
of the city, said yesterday that he did not 
have any faith in the utility of lightning 
rods on city buildings. They were unneces- 
sary in the first place and when they were 
out of order they were elements of positive 
danger. In recent years Mr. Fuller has built 
$21,000,000 worth of buildings in Chicago and 
has not put a Hghtning rod on one of them. 
When the Woman's Temple was erected 
there was a discussion in the Building com- 
mittee as to whether it should be rodded or 
not, but after consulting some eminent elec- 
tricians it was decided not to appeal to that 
protection. In these great structures the iron 
and steel are covered with brick or stone 
that act in a measure as non-conductors, 
Their height, experts declare, do not in- 
crease their liability to be struck. The rods, 
however, are still used on all public build- 
ings, but the government is always in the 
tail of the procession in such progress. 

The English are also what they call con- 
servative and what we call slow. They are 
the last to abolish a useless thing that has 
become hallowed to them by custom, as 
well as the last to adopt a new one. The 
London Telegraph in describing a death 
from fright produced by a thunder-storm 
recently wound up the account with this 

e remark: 
ein the streets of London, where all the 
high buildings are protected by lightning 
conductors, there is practically no dangér, 
however severe the storm may be, But ner- 
yous women will. never believe it.” 

Th assumption is that the mortality 
among the male cockneys would be some- 
thing terrible if they suddenly found them- 
selves deprived of the protection of their 
lightning conductors, 

Frederick Sargent, an electrical engineer 
of this city, believes in the use of the light- 
ning rod on high and isdlated structures, 
provided always that the conductors are 
scientifically constructed. He spoke of the 
recent destruction by lightning of the tow- 
ering smokestack on the Rockford power- 
house, which néarly demolished two steam- 
ers when it fell, as a case In point. In his 
opinion a lightning conductor would have 
saved the stack and the steamers. But he 
finds that the great objection to the use of 
lightning rods, as does nearly every one 
else, lies in the fact that they are often put 
up by careless, ignorant, or unprincipled 
men, and thus become an element of danger 
instead’ of protection. The end of the rod 
is often stuck but a few feet in the dry 
earth, which acts as an insulator, and thus 
tie rod that is designed to protect the build- 
ing simply invites its destruction. The end 
of the rod should be attached to a metal plate 
and the latter imbedded below the line of 
permanent mofsture, which is seldom less 
than ten feet below the surface. 

“The lightning rod man,” said Mr. Sar- 
gent, “should have some knowledge of elec- 
tricity, but nine times out of ten he is a 
ow} and does more damage than he does 
g00 Pais 

Prof. Francis B. Badt is an electrical en- 
gineer with an international reputation. 
He declared yesterday that most lightning 
conductors, as put up on the residences in 
the suburbs of cities and in country towns, 
not only did not protect them but won ele- 
ments of danger to them. But, he con- 
tinued, lightning rods and similar scien- 
tifile devices do — protection when prop- 
eriy constructed as long as they are kept in 
repair. To know if they are in repair they 
should be inspected by experts at least once 
a year. That is the custom in government 
services of all civilized countries, and on 
dangerous structures like powdér maga- 
zines these inspections are made several 
times a year. 

‘In cities like Chicago,” said Prof. Badt, 
“the high steel structures need no lightning 
rods because the whole building presents an 
excellent connection with the earth and the 
chances of it being struck are atiy dimin- 
ished from that fact. The should pro- 
tect a building by dissipating the opposing 
electricities and not by attracting the dan- 
gerous charges, as most people suppose. 
The tall buildings, acting as conductors, af- 
ford protection to the smaller ones, and so 
in cities the lightning rod is not needed. A 
system of electric wires, as in a trolley line 
system, form a powerful agency for the dis- 
sipation of opposing electricity. In an elec- 
tric railroad the wire is one pole of the sys- 
tem and the rails the other. ch car is fitted 
with a lightning arrester and the switch- 
board is connected with the same.. Over flat 
territory the poles supporting the wires also 
have arresters, their task being to equalize 
the opposing electricities and to prevent ac- 
cumulations. 

“For many years the lighthouses along the 
coasts suffered greatly from lightning. One 
on the coast of England was struck repeat- 
edly, and even after arresters were put up it 
was still a shining mark for lightning. An 
investigation was made and it was found 
that the end of the rod had been imbedded 
in dry rock with no ground connection. The 
plate was buried in the earth tinder the 
water and since then the lighthouse has 
never been visited by lightning. The sub- 
ject of lightning rods and similar devices 
was recently investigated by a royal com- 
mission of Germany, which decided that they 
were invaluable under certain conditions 
when properly constructed. Many that I see 
in the suburbs are worse than useless. We 
have an electrical bureau under the city gov- 
ernment and it seems to me proper that 
lightning rods should be subject to city in- 
spection.”’ .

The method is this: Provide a 
suitable rod of metal of such length that one 
end being placed in the ground to permanent 
dampness the other may be about five feet 
above the highest part of the building: to the 
upper end of the rod fasten about a foot of 
brass sharpened to a fine point. There must 
be a rod and pointeto each end of the build- 
ing, and a rod running along the roof from 
one to the other. A house thus furnished 
with rods will not be damaged by lightning, 
it passing through the metal into the ground 
thing.” doing.damage or hurting any- 

The method prescribed by the good Quaker 
has not materially changed since that was 
written. But King 
recorded as having used the lightning ar- 
rester, although he is not ‘entitled to the 
credit of its discovery. He used it inad- 
vertently in the erection of his somewhat 
famous templ@ in Jerusalem. The Biblical 
description of the building states “that 
Solomon overlaid the house within with pure 
gold, and he made a partition by the chains 
of gold before the oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold until he had finished the whole 
house, also the whole altar that was by the 
oracle he overlaid with gold.”’ 

Josephus also states that the temple was 
ornamented from end to end with sharply 
pointed pieces of iron in lancet form. These 
points, with the gold, formed a perfect sys- 
tem of lightning arresters, and it is recorded 
that the temple stood a thousand years with- 
out ever being struck by lightning, although 
thunder storms created terrible havoc in the 
Holy City. 

It is a curious coincidence that vaccina- 
tion and lightning conductors were intro- 
duced into Europe at about the same time, 
and both met with the most violent oppdsi- 
tion from religious fanatics. History tells 
of the frequent destruction of powder mag- 
azines and resulting terrible loss of life by 
lightning’ strokes, but scientists now de- 
clare that powder magazines, properly pro- 
tected by lightning conductors, are perfectly 
safe refuges during a thunder-storm. 

History also records the destruction by 
lightning* of over seventy warships in a 
single year. Now all war vessels, great 
liners, and nearly every kind of ship known 
to commerce are protected by lightning 
rods, and there are few instances on record 
where a ship so protected has been injured 
by lightning. A ship is fitted with conduct- 
ors by running @exible rods from the top of 
the masts connecting, in wooden ships, at 
the lower end, with the copper sheathing.

case of death by lightning on a Beet Re 
within a railroad car, in an iron building or 
vessel, or to a telegraph operator has come 
to my knowledge.” 

Alexander McAde, forecaster of the 
Weather Bureau at Washington, has gath- 
ered some interesting data in connection 
with lightning during the last four years. 
His figures are naturally incomplete, but he 
estimates that from 1885 to 1893 inclusive 
there was an average of 600 fires a year 
from lightning in this country, aggregating 
a damage of $14,409,015 During ten years 
2,679 barns, 129 churches, and 831 dwellings 
were struck by lightning. Nearly all these 
strokes occurred during the summer 
months, The statistics of the Weather Bu- 
reau for the last five years show an average 
of 224 deaths per year from lightping, but 
incomplete records indicate that only 74 out 
of 212 persons struck are killed by the 
stroke. So that-the aggregate of people 
struck by lightning annually is something 
appalling. Statistics gathered some years 
ago show that 1,004 persons were killed by 
lightning in Prussia in nine years: in ten 
years 880 were killed in France: in Spain 
2,270 in five years;"in Russia 4,192 in five 
years, and in Austria 1.702 in eight years. 
And it is estimated that not one-fourth of 
the cases were reported. 

Lightning shows a peculiar partiality ‘in its 
selection of trees to receive its bolts. Sta- 
tistics show that 54 per ceni of trees struck 
are oak, 22 per cent are elms, and 15 per cent 
pines. Geological formation has much in- 
fluence on lightning strokes, the records 
showing that 22 accidents have occurred on 
a loam soil to 9 on sand, 7 cn clay, 2 on marl, 
and l on chalk. Most daniage is done on flat 
lands, and it is estimated that the risk is 
= times greater in the country than in the 
city. 

The Washington Monument in Washing- 
ton, which is 555 feet high, was first protected 
against lightning by an aluminum cap con- 
nected with the iron framework of the ele- 
vator shaft. But in April, 1885, it was struck 
five times in twenty minutes by lightning, 
but without doing much damage. In the fol- 
lowing June, however, it was again struck 
and damaged, and a committee of experts 
reported in favor of protecting it with over 
200 metal points inserted in the seams of the 
pyramidion and connected by heavy copper 
rods to the elevator framework, which was 
grounded in water in the drum pit beneath 
the shaft. Since then Jeve’s bolts have

The equestrian statue of Gen. Grant in 
Lincolh Park was once struck by lightning. 
The horse is of copper, and would have acted 
as a safe conductor had it been grounded, 
but the stone base could not carry off the 
fluid and the statue was slightly damaged. 
Since then connection has been made with 
the earth. : 

As statistics show that death results from 
lightning strokes in only 74 cases out of 212 
it is a good thing to know what to do in an 
emergency in a thunder-storm. Investiga- 
tion has shown: that lightning more often 
produces suspended animation than somatic 
death, and if artificial respiration is resorted 
to at once, as in apparent cases of drowning, 
lives may be saved. There are two methods 
of artificial respiration, known as Sylvester’s 
and Howard’s, which are equally effective 
and both consist in regularly expanding and 
compressing the chest by mechanical press- 
ure. Howard's method is as follows: ; 

Place the subject on his back, head hanging 
Pb ion and arms folded over the head (under 
no conditions raise the head from the ground or 
floor). Place a hard roll of clothing beneath the 
chest, with the shoulders declining slightly over it. 
Open the mouth, pull the tongue forward, and with 
a cloth wipe out saliva or mucus. Thoroughly 
loosen the clothing from the neck to the waist, but 
do not leave the subject's body exposed, for it is 
essential to keep the body warm. Kneel astride 
the subject’s hips, with your hands well opened 
upon his chest, thumbs pointing toward each 
other and resting on the lower end of the breast- 
bone: little fingers upon the margin of the ribs 
and other fingers dipping into the spaces between 
the ribs. Place your elbows firmly against your 
hips, and, using your knees as a pivot, press up- 
ward and inward toward the heart and lungs, 
throwing your weight slowly forward for two or 
three seconds, until your face almost touches that 
of your patient. ending with a sharp push which 
helps to jerk you back to your first position. At 
the same time relax the pressure of your hands, so 
that the ribs springing back to their original 
position will cause the air to rush into the sub- 
ject’s lungs. Pause for two or three seconds and 
then repeat these motions at the rate of about ten 
@ minute until your patient breathes naturally or 
patil satisfied that life is extinct. If there is no 
response to your efforts, persistently and tire- 
lessly maintained for a full hour, you may assume 
that life is gone.

SAYS BOOK WRITING IS ONLY A TRADE, 
How Those Who Wish to Succeed Should 
Prepare Themselves. 

Harper’s Round Table: This is a trade 
that must be learned the same as any other, 
and I believe that any boy or girl of average 
intelligence may be trained to successful au- 
thorship if only he or she is willing to work 
hard enough and long enough at the trade. 
Even imagination can be cultivated. Of 
course the literary apprentice must know 
how to apply the rules of grammar, must 
practice clearness and conciseness of style, 
must know how to use books of reference, 
must have what is known as a liberal edu- 
cation, and, above all, must be possessed of 
a genuine liking for his chosen calling. 
After leaving his school or college he should 
spend at least two years—and four would be 
better—as a reporter, a private secretary, an 
amanuensis to some skilled writer, or as as- 
sistant editor of some first-class publication 
that insists upon the use of grammatical 
English in its columns, During this appren- 
ticeship he may try his hand at sketches, 
essays, or sHort stories, and must learn to 
accept calmly a dozen disappointments with 
each success. 

When the author is ready to write a book 
his most difficult task is to select a’subject 
that shall be interesting, timely, and not al- 
ready overdone. It must be one that he can 
write about from his own experience or 
from the experience of others. The latter 
may be gained from books or from the ver- 
bal accounts of those who have been through 
with what he desires to describe; but a book 
compiled from other books is apt to be dull 
and lifeless, while one dealing ‘with a 
personal experience is almost certain to be 
interesting. ‘‘Mark Twain's” best books 
are those based upon his own life on the Mis- 
sissippi, in Western mining camps, or while 
traveling abroad. The great charm of Miss 
Alcott’s stories lay in the fact that she 
wrote of her own surroundings. The ab- 
sorbing interest of-Capt. King’s ‘* Cadet 
Days’’ is due to the author’s absolute knowl- 
edge, from personal experience, of the joys 
and sorrows, the trials and triumphs of 
West Point life. Thus, to be a successful 
writer of books, one must have something to 
say, and must know how to sayit. To these 
qualifications must be udded tireless in. 
dustry, boundless patience, and a determi- 
nation to succeed in spite of all obstacles. 
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Cost of Living Increasing in Paris, 

An able statistician has been estimating the 
cost of living in Paris at the present time, 
and has compared it with that of forty years 
ago, He shows that in the 50s an average 
middle-class family could do with a budget 
of 10,000 francs, or £400 annually. That 
did not mean luxury, but it was sufficient 
for comfort, and required no economical 
engineering for the purpose of making both 
ends meet. Nowadays the case is different, 
and an Official with a wife and three cbil- 
dren dependent on 10,000 francs a year has to 
work miracles of saving in order to avoid get- 
ting into debt, Accordingly, in less than half 
a century, the conditions of life in Paris have 
been completely moditied. It is no exaggera- 
tion, in fact, to say that prices have doubied, 
and with them has increased the desire for a 
more luxurious mode of living than that led 
by the average Parisian of the °50s, T 
statistician bas revealed nothing new, but rig 
figures serve to emphasize the fact that the 
French capital is the most expensive place of 
residence in Europe.
